If Chile Wants War Uncle Sam Will Take 
the Initiative. 

New York, Dec. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] .The »Herald’s Washing- 
ton special says thatfrom talk in the 
departments yesterday it appears that 
intimations have been received from 
good authorities in and about Chile that 
the Chileans are delaying their response 
to our demand for information concern- 
ing the Valparaiso incident for the pur- 
pose of gaining time in which to pre- 
pare for war with this country. The 
opinion was freely expressed that Presi- 
dent Harrison would, in all likelihood, 
take measures to checkmate Chile in 
this matter by sending a special mes- 


weeks reciting the fact that explanation 
and reparation have been demanded 
of Chile without effect and proclaiming 
the necessity of informing Chile that 
this country will resort to extreme 
measures if the desired response is fur- 
ther delayed beyond a freasonable and 
specified time. The wisdom of this 
‘course, it is argued, would be apparent, 
because it would take the Chileans 
shorthanded and would prevent them 
from taking possession of their best bat- 
tle-ship, the Capt. Pratt. This 
vessel is now building in France 
and cannot. be finished in less than 
two months or more. If meanwhile 
President Harrison and Congress should 
cause a declaration of war by the 
United States against Chile, it would 
prevent France from delivering the 
Capt. Pratt..to Chile, and would leave 
New York and our other Atlantic cities 
free from the danger of bombardment 
by that vessel.

The Cruiser San Francisco Ready to Sail 
for the Scene of Trouble. 

San Francisco. Dec. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Chronicle will say 
tomorrow that the cruiser San Fran- 
cisco is lying at Mare Island ready to 
sailata moment’s notice as soon as or- 
ders are received from Washington, and 
these are expected to arrive at any mo- 
ment.

In commenting upon ‘‘the 
surprising character of America’s ac- 
tion’’ the correspondent says: ‘‘The 
violence of President Harrison's mes- 
sage would be repugnant to European 
ideas, even if they only affected Chile.

Several Persons Killed and Many Injured 
in a Railway Wreck. 

Lima (O,,) Dec. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The westbound passen- 
ger train on the Pittsburgh, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railroad left the 
track this morning near Lima, because 
of a broken rail, and crashed into the 
engine of a freight train standing on 
the siding. Pullman and dining cars 
rolled down the embankment. H. G. 
Manuel, a cook, was instantly killed. 
Edward Neff, a fireman, was fatally in- 
jured and many others were badly hurt. 
Among the injured are W. G. Hamilton,

the wreck occurrei; W. A. Lieber 
of San Francisco, cut and bruised;

Edward Smith, her eight-year-old son, 
badly cut but will recover; Mrs. Rich- 
mond, San Francisco, and her six-year- 
old boy, badly bruised; Mrs. F. S. Dunn, 
Seattle, ankle broken. 

The cook, Augustus, and Jacob A. La- 
tipe of Grand Rapids, Mich., are re- 
ported to be dying. Among others in- 
jured are C. W. George of Cincinnati, J. 
S. Runnells of Chicago, Mrs. A. Smith 
and son of New York, Mr. and Mrs.

The second cook was caught under 
the wreck and killed, as was also an un- 
known man.

DIVIDED DEMOCRACY. 


Two State Conventions in Session at 
Baton Rogue, La, 


They Split on the Lottery Question—Ef- 
forts to Bridge the Chasm Fail— 
The-Farmers’ Vote Also 
Causes a Wrangle. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Baton Rover (La.,) Dec. 16—[By the 
Associated. Press.] The Democratic 
Convention was announced to meet here 
today, but when the time came two dis- 
tinct bodies assembled, this being the 
result of the fight over the lottery ques- 
tion. Last might the McEnery men 
held a caucns, as did also the Adams 
people, and appointed conference com- 
mittees. On behalf of the Adams men 
the committee demanded that all frivo- 
lous conte#ts be dismissed, all discus- 
sions as to the submission of the lottery 
tos. aries-be aban- 
doned; t mvention place in 
the platform an anti-lottery plank and 
that proper assurances be given for the 
faithful carrying out of its provisions. 

The McEnery committee replies that 
its caucus was composed of both pro 
and anti-lotteryites who had come alike 
instructed to submit the question to the 
white primaries. They would not aban- 
don their position. If they did ii would 
mean to the world that they were sim- 
ply office-seekers. 

Today when the State Committee met 
Chairman Lanfer was not present, and 
the committee deposed him, electing 
Gov. Wickliffe chairman. The commit- 
tee then proceeded to perfect arrange- 
ments for a combination convention, 
and the anti-lottery men, with Lanier 
at their head, held a similar meeting. 

Efforts to heal the breach failed and 
at noon the two conventions, each 
claiming to represent the Democracy 
of the State, assembled. Nothing be- 
yond routine organization was accom- 
plished by either body, except the ap- 
pointment of a committee by the Mc- 
Enery people to confer with the oppo- 
sition. The anti-McEneryites have in- 
ternal troubles of their own. a number 
of members desiring to abrogate the La- 
fayette agreement and bring about the 
nomination of a new ticket, in which 
farmers were to have part but not the 
leadership. The farmers refused to 
budge an inch, insisting upon the terms 
ofthe agreement and T. S. Adams for 
Governor. It is thought the convention 
will carry out the agreement, asa re- 
fusal would result in another division 
and a straight-out farmers’ ticket. 


A GREAT BLIZZARD. 


Deep Snow in New Mexico—Railway Trains 
Blockaded. 


Santa Fs (N. M.,) Dec. 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] All through trains 
on the Santa Fé route have been tied up

HIDEOUS DEEDS 


Horrors of the African Slave 
Trade. 


Gangs of Captives Starved, Beaten 
and Clubbed to Death. 


Their Bodies Daily Thrown to Hyenas 
to be Devoured. 


Other Foreign News—The Pope on the 
Charch Question in France — Ru- 
‘dini Declines to Discuss 
the Mafia Affair, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CoLoengE, Dec, 16.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.}] At a meeting of 
the African Society here today Canon 
Kespes read extracts from diaries of 
African missionaries which told of re- 
volting cruelties in connection with 
slave-hunting in the neighborhood of 
Lake Tanganyika. 

One of the statements read was as 
follows: notorious slave-hunter, 
Makatubo, brought back 2000 natives 
as a result ofehis last expedition to 
Karema. The wretched people were 
chained in batches of a score. They 
were like living skeletons. While the 


caravan was traversing the Kirando | 


county, where there was a famine, the 
marching slaves were obliged, through 
hunger, to dig up and eat roots which 
animals refused to eat. Hundreds died 
of hunger, fever or dysentery. 

‘A large number of women and chil- 
dren, whose weakness impeded the 
march, were drowned. Laggards 
through illness were killed with cudgels 
at the rate of ten to fifty daily, At 
night they were: shelteréd in roofless 
huts, while the goats taken dlong were 
kept in covered stables. Every morn- 
ing the bodies of those who had. died 
during the night were dragged out and 
thrown tothe hyenas which followed 
the camp. Many of the poor creatures 
were covered with bruises and sores as 
a result of the punishment inflicted.”’ 

Similar accounts were given of the 
cruelty practiced by other slave-hunt- 
ers. The missionaries ransom the 
slaves, placing the sick in hospitals 
whenever possible. 


THE POPE'S VIEWS. 


He Deprecates Agitation of the Chareh 
and State Question in France. 
Paris, Dec. 16.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Temps prints an ac- 
count of an interview with the Pope on 
the French ecclesiastical question. <Ac- 
cording to the account the Pope said 
that the aim was to encourage con- 
ciliation, and he would have been 
better pleased if the letter 
the Archbishop of Aix had been 
an isolated manifestation of opin- 
ion. He was much affected by 
the attacks made upon the French 
pilgrims in Rome and was pained to 
learn that pilgrimages of French Cath- 
olics had been stopped by ministerial or- 
der. The Freuch government erred, he 
thought, in prosecuting the Archbishop 
of Aix. Minister Fallieres oughtsimply 
to have writtenatrenchant reply. The 
prosecution of the archbishop, instead 
of promoting peace between state and 
church, tended to cause enmity, 


France and Bulgaria, 

Paris, Dec. 16.—In an interview to- 
day with the Bulgarian minister in this 
city in regardto the Chadouine inci- 
dent he stated that he felt confident 
the whole matter would be amicably 
settled. He entertained no doubt. he 
added, that Bulgaria would make the 
concessions demanded by France and 
thus bring about a reéstablishment of 
diplomatic relations between the two 
countries. 


A Steamer Lost—Manv Persons Perish. 

Lonvon, Dec. 16.—It is reported that 
the steamer Prince Soltykoff, from 
Barry for St. Nazaire, was wrecked off 
Brest and every person on board, 
twenty in all, except the captain was 
drowned. 


Rudini Declined to Talk. 

Rome, Dec. 16.—When Signor Imbir- 
an’s interprelation on Italy’s relations 
with the United States came up in the 
Chamber of Deputies today the Cham- 
ber, on demand of Premier Rudini, de- 
dlined to discuss the matter.

THE OPERATORS’ STRIKE, 


Little Trouble Experienced on the 
Southern Pacific. 


The Demands of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Men Conceded and the Strikers 
Go Back to Their 
Work. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

PoRTLAND (Or.,) Dec. 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] It is understood 
that a message has been sent to all 
operators on the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany’s lines in Oregon by officers of the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers to the 
effect that operators who do not join 
the order will not be taken care of when 
the present trouble is settled, and that 
operators who will go out will betaken 
care of by the order and put back in 
their places. 

San Francisco, Dec. 16.—There were 
no developments in the railroad tele- 
graph operators’ strike this morning 
beyond the fact that one man left his 
station at Spadra, Los Angeles county. 
General Manager Towne, of the {fouth- 
ern Pacific, states that of the two men. 
who struck on the Salt Lake division 
one has been reinstated at his own ap- 
plication. Towne says all men who 
make application and agree to conform 
to the rules of the company will be 
taken back. 

Denver, Dec. 16.—The Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad Company have con- 
ceded all the striking operators’ de- 
mands. 

The schedule was signed at 4 o'clock 
and at 4:05 trains began to move onthe 
Atlantic and Pacific. The telegraphers 
claim to have secured every concession 
demanded. 

Denver (Colo.,) Dec. 16.—A telegram 
received here from Albuquerque, N, M., 
this morning, says that the Texas Pa- 
cific operators held a meeting there 
late last night and decided to quit work 
at midnight tonight unless the demands 
of the Southern Pacific operators are 
granted before thathour. This decision 
will affect the entire Texas system. 
The Order of Railway Telegraphers in 
this city called a meeting for tonight 
for the purpose of taking some action 
regarding the Southern Pacific strike.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Money to be Used to Fight the Pennsylva- 
nia Conspiracy Case. 

Birmincuam (Ala.,) Dec. 16. —[By the 
Associated Press.] At today’s session 
of'the Federation of Labor majority 
and minerity reports were submitted 
on the motion to appropriate $30,000 
to help the Pittsburgh Typograph- 
ical Union to fight the injunction or 
conspiracy cases in the courts. The 
majority report, which was adopted 
after a long debate, sets forth the be- 
lief of the convention that the Penn- 
sylvania court exceeded its authority, 
violated the principles of justice and 
illegally interfered with the liberties 
guaranteed in the Bill of Rights in en- 
joining the union printers engaged ina 
contest to maintain and defend their 
interests, who had committed no 
act involving a breach of the peace, or 
violation of the law. The resolution 
directs the Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor to chal- 
lenge the order of the court by taking 
the case tothe highest tribunal of the 
land, and appropriating #8000 for 
prosecuting it, or in the event of this 
case not being carried up the Execu- 
tive Council may use any part of the 
sum named to test the constitutionality 
of the conspiraty lawsor any proceed- 
ings in equity against the affliated 
unions or union men in any State of the 
Union. The resolutions also call upon 
affliated unions to coéperate in the 
wor. 

A request for aid from the striking 
Indiana miners was referred to a com- 
mittee.

Denver (Colo.,) Dec. 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.}] In the Barnaby 
trial Mrs. Worrell was called to the 
stand. She became acquainted with 
Barnaby in Edinburgh, Scotland, im

naby on her California trip at the lat- . 

Witness went on to 
state that she arrived in Denver with 
Mrs. Barnaby in July and both attended, 
the wedding of young Barnaby.

4 able to take solid food when Dr. Graves

President of an } an Kastern Humane 
Society Speaks. 

A. H. Beal, president of an Eastern 
Humane Society, is visiting Los Ange- 
les, with his family, and is highly 
pleased with the city. He thinks it the 
most orderly place of its size in the 
United States, but does not take kindly 
to bull-fighting. In a letter to T 8: 
Times he expresses himself as follows: 

‘We were suddenly brought to earth by 
seeing displayed on the billboards as we 
rode by a huge poster announcing to come 
off on the day of all the year when: all 
hearts should he filled with love and glad- 
ness—on the anniversary of the advent of 
the ‘Prince of Peace’’on the earth, and 
who brought justice, mercy and kindness 
to every living creature—a bull fight in one 
of your beautiful parks. 

My enthusiasm for your lovelv city sud- 
denly dropped below zero as far as the 
thermometer did the day after I left Min- 
nesota—16° below. 
ble for this relic of barbarism to take 
place. Such a disgraceful display would 
‘not be probable in any Eastern city, Minne- 
apolis for instance. The authorities would 
arrest all parties who attempted it. Should 
they not do so then our Humane Society, 
of which I have the honor to be president 
of the board of directors and chairman of 
the Committee on Cruelty to Animals, 
would step in and our efficient agent, who 
is also a deputy sheriff, would not only ar- 
rest all persons concerned, but would con- 
fiscate the entire outfit, including the bull. 
I do not knowwhat law you have here in 
regard to torturing animals. Isend youa 
‘copy of the Revised Statutes of Minnesota 
regarding such cruelty.. Itis an insult to 
the intelligence of this city to advertise to 
the world that a “bull fight’? would take 
place in a park of this city on Christmas 
day. Itis a twin relic of barbarism, of 
gladiatorial contests of ancient Rome, when 
human prisoners were pitted against wild 
beasts. And we read that Pompeii was en- 
gaged in one of these contests when old 
Vesuvius, as if disgusted with such bar- 
barism, belched forth his fire and brim- 
stone, ashes and lava, and wiped out such 
barbarism for all future time as far as that 
city wasconcerned. .. . .

The B. Cohn Contest Case Grows 
Sensational. 


Apolonia Pena Tells How She Was 
Forced to Sign a Document. 


A Sealed Verdict Against Whittier, 
Fuller & Co. 


Lavinia M. Harris is Remanded to the 
‘Custody of the Sheriff-An Inter- 
esting Batch of Court 
Notes. 


The trial of the contest over the es- 
tate of Bernard Cohn, deceased, was re- 
sumed again yesterday before Judge 
Clark in Department Two, although the 
Judge was suffering from.a distressing 
cough and several of the attorneys in 
the case were more or less disabled by 
la grippe. During the day the follow- 
ing witnesses were examined for the 
defenge with the view of disproving the 
contestant’s claim that the deceased 
Cohn and herself were generally re- 
garded by their neighbors as man and 
wife: Apolonia Pefia, Drucilia Esquer, 
Francisco Sepulveda, Frank Oxarart 
and Wenceslao Sanchez. The first- 
named was the most important witness, 
and somewhat of a sensation was cansed 
during her examination by the introduc- 
tion-of an affidavit over her mark in 
avhich she denied that she ever had any 
conversation relative to the Cohn es- 
tate in the presence of the contestant, 
Henrietta Myers, or others who were 
named therein. which she ciaimed she 
had sworn to under duress, she having 
been threatened with imprisonment if 
she did not do so. 

Previous to her identification of this 

document the witness testified to the 
effect that some time ago she wasat the 
Sanchez residence when the. Cohn sub- 
ject was discussed. 
' There were present a number of per- 
sons besides Miss Pefla and Henrietta 
Meyers. One of the gay company be- 
ganto read an article in a Spanish 
paper in reference to the claim made 
by Delphina—that she was Cohn's wife. 
The article, according to the witness, 
struck Henrietta as being extremely ri- 
diculous. She knew Delphina and 
Cohn, as she had lived in the house with 
them. After the article had been read 
comment followed. Henrietta laughed 
heartily at the presumption of Delphina. 
She commenced to talk about Delphina, 
and referred toher in most uncompli- 
mentary terms. She thought that there 
were others who might, with just as 
great impunity, be Delphina’s husband 
as Cohn. She picked out Domingo as 
having more of a claim to that title. 
According to the witness’ statement 
Henrietta talked for a long while about 
Delphina and her affairs. She was not 
particularly elegantin the use of lan- 
guage, either, 

The witness said Delphina had threat- 
ened her if she went on the stand and 
testified against her. She spoke of 
sending her to State’s prison. 

The witness was then shown the affi- 
davit to which she attached the sign of 
the cross some time since at the house 
of one Morano, She told how she hap- 
pened to sign the paper. She was in- 
vited to the house and was told that if 
she did not sign it she was liable to go 
to the penitentiary. She feared some 
dire calamity might befall her, and 
made her mark. She says the contents 
of the document were explained to her, 
but in a very abbreviated way. Notary 
Public Oliver was present and acknowl- 
edged the signature. 

The case will be resumed at 10 o'clock 
this morning.

Here is an item for parties who ean’t 
find agents of forefgn corporations doing 
business in this State: The act of 
April 1, 1872, requires that within 
sixty days from commencing business 
they shall designate some person in the 
county in which is their principal place 
of business upon whom process can be 
served, and shall file such designatiog 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 
The question has never been raised, 
but it is held that this would come undeg 
the head of evading or attempting to 
defraud creditors, and that an attach- 
ment could be levied or a receiver ap- 
pointed.

The Grip—A Word of Caution. 
_ In noting the fact that an epidemic 


order to offer a few observations as to 
the disease and to suggest the most ap- 
proved methods of prevention and treat- 
ment. 
We think it is quite generally 
cepted among medical men that la 
grippe is epidemic and endemic, so that 
whole communities are affected with it 
almost simultaneously. But in many 
of the supposed epidemics abundant 
evidence has been found that the dis- 
ease is also contagio us. 

Dr. Boardman Reed of Atlantic City, 
N. J., (a place which has been much vis- 
ited by Eastern victims of la grippe on 
account of its aseptic air and invigorat- 
ing sea breezes) contributes to the Clima- 
tologist for August, 1891, some inter- 
esting notes on the contagious char- 
acter of the disease, He says: 


The past winter cases of influenza began 
to arrive here from New York, Pittsburgh, 
Chicago. and Philadelphia, in February, 
and visitors afflicted with it, or just con- 
valescing from it, continued to come until- 
late in April. The disease seemed to be 
identical in all respects with that which 
prevailed the previous winter (during an 
epidemic), except that the majority of the 
cases observed were directly traceable to 
exposure to a previous case. The follow- 
ing cases will illustrate: 

A party composed of a gentleman, with 
his wife and two children, a bachelor 
brother, a maiden sister, and a widowed 
Sister, with her son, came from New York 
to one of our hotels early in Februarv. All 
remained well for several weeks, till the two 
sisters returned to New York and spent a 
few days there. The day after coming 
back the widow was taken with a mild, but 
typical, attack of lagri; p:, her symptoms 
including headache, fever, debility and 
cough, with slight bronchial rales. 
maiden sister nursed her, and three days 
later was seized with the same disease her- 
self. The sister-in-law, who occupied a 
room just across the hall, with her two chil- 
dren, the husband being away at the 
time, was attacked just three days after 
the maiden sister, who on being taken sick 
had been put to bed in a room communicat- 
ing with hers. At the same time the 
brother, who was oftenin the sick rooms, 
was taken with the samedisease. The older 
ofthe two children, a boy of 2 years, 
escaped, while the other, a baby of 5 
montis, came down with a light attack 
shortly after his mother. The widow's son, 
a sturdy young fellow of 17 who spent 
much of his time out of doors, also escaped 
the malady caltogether. This party occu- 
pied rooms at one end of a corridor on the 
third floor of the hotel and no other cases 
of the disease. so far as learned, occurred 
in the house for some’time after this. 


Dr. Reed cites numerous other cases 
that are plainly traceable to contagion. 

If we may venture an opinion, it is 
that experts will some day trace the 
cause of this disease to a bacillus some- 
what similar to that which produces 
consumption. When general conditions 
are such as to charge the atmosphere 
with these invisible floating bacilli 
whole communities are attacked, and 
the disease rages in its epidemic form. 
When one of the victims removes to 
another locality, the atmosphere of 
which is not thus charged, he is con- 
stantly sending forth the animalcule 
with his breath, and anybody whocomes 
near enough to inhale the germs is lia- 
ble to contract the disease from him, 
thus. suffering the contagious form.

Any undue effort at digestion; a heavy 
meal. 


auy excitement, mental labor or nervous 
shock. 


In entering. upon another epidemic I 
would do: everything to conserve the 
strength of a patient in the first attack, be- 
lieving that I would so most likely save him 
from a relapse and its consequences. I be- 
lieve I saved many patients from the usual 
relapse by keeping them in bed upon a 
strict dietary for forty-eight hours after 
the fever of the first attack had disap- 
peared. 


Thus the advice t® those who are at- 
tacked by the disease is to heed the pre- 
monitory symptoms of chill and fever. 
They should go to bed and remain there 
at least two days; refrain from ner- 
vous excitement; eat lightly and take 
tonic treatment. A cold contracted dur- 
ing the-earlier stages of the attack is 
almost sure to produce pneumonia. A 
physician who has had much experience 
with la grippe reports that he found an 
excellent preventive in tonic doses of 
quinine. As soon as the disease became 
prevalent he prescribed quinine for 
every member of his family, and they 
went through the epidemic without a 
single oné being attacked. There is in 
this a hint to those who wish to fortify 
their systems against a possible visita- 
tion. 7 

' Another precaution would be to avoid 
those who are already afflicted as far as 
possible and especially to be cautious 
about inhaling the breath of such pa- 
tients,

THE IVETT MURDER. 


New Evidence’ Throwing Light 
on the Tragedy. 


Jessie Hamilton Now Makes a 
Startling Confession. 

Olsen Came to Her.House After the 
Murder Covered with Blood, 


Three Other Men in ‘® Conspiracy with 
Him to Marder Ivett—Olsen’s Bloody 
Shirt Fotnd—Startling De- 
velopments Expected. 


Mercep, Dec. 16, 1891.—[Special.] 
One year ago last month John L. Ivett, 
an aged and wealthy rancher and stock 
raiser of middle California, was bru- 
tally murdered on the doorstep’ of his 
home near Snelling, in Merced county. 
For brutality the murder was second 
to none in the criminal history of the 
State: The murderer—evidently a 
friend, asthe old man would not have 
ventured out of his, house after dark [ 
with a stranger—murdered the old man 
by hammering the latter's brains out.” 
It was early onthe morning of No- 
vember 10 when the remains of old 
John Ivett were found. . With lightning 
rapidity the news of the brutal murder 
traveled through Merced and the ad- 
joining counties; friend and foe (and 
the dead man had but few of the latter) 
gathered around the ghastly spectacle, 
excitement ran high, and dire vengeance 
was sworn against the coward who had 
enticed the old gentleman out of his 
room fo his death on the doorstep. 
Coroner O’Brien held an inquest, and 
although it was carried on under diffi- 
culties enough was revealed to point 
tue singer of suspicionto August Olsen, 
Ivett’s brother-in-law. 
Ivett, four years previous to his be- 
ing murdered, was a widower. For 
nearly forty years he had: struggled for 
the property hg had accumulated, and 
his wealth was estimated at the time 
of his death at nearly $300,000. ; 
Having lost his wife and two children 
—a som and daughter—through death, 
and after living alone for some time, 
Ivett concluded to remarry. An en- 
gagement was arranged between him- 
self and a Miss Thompson. but meddle- 
some parties interfered and Ivett was 
brought face to face with Sophia L Ol- 
sen. Her brother Jake the go-be- 
tween, andthe result was that an .en- 
gagement and marriage took place 
within ten days. The bride was 17 and 
the groom,about 70—May and Decem-. 
ber, hand-in-hand, for better or tor 
worse. Ivett was cautioned by his 
friends, but he heeded:not. 
At the time the marriage took place 
it was intimated, if not. kiown, that. 
Sophia Olseh reluctantly married Ivett. 
It was not a marriage of love of her 
choice, but was the financial choice of 
her mother and brother Jake. es 
It was not long after Ivett marricd 
the second time when his wife began 
to learn the “ropes,’’. and the -‘inns’’ 
and the ‘‘outs’’ of her husband’s busi- 
ness were at her fingers’ ends. 

A year or so after the marriage of 
Ivett his wife began to complain of ill- 
ness. At her earnest solicitation she 
was sent to San Francisco, some months 
before Ivett was murdered. 

She took up her abode in a private 
boarding-house on McAllister street, 
and the services of Dr. McLean, the 
physician who figured somewhat in the 
Ida Shaddock-Hall case, were. engaged 
by Mrs. Ivett. 
Dr. McLean visited Mrs, Ivett very 
often, but through some reason she 
called upon another physician, and it is 
asserted that neither Knew that the 
other was attending the young womin 
at the same time. : 

On the morning of, November 10, 
1890, Mrs. Ivett was prostrated and in 
bed at the McAllister-street lodging- 
house. 
HER MUSBAND HAD BEEN BRAINED

On Friday, three days. before the old ’ 
gentleman was murdered, Olsen lost a 
mining drill hammér and a pair of 
pinchers on the main »stréet in Snell- 
ing. The tools were picked up by 
Henry Latour, a blacksfmith, and very

He claimed that he had them | 
wrapped _in a jumper and tied 
behind his saddle, and that in some way 
they became untied and fell from the 
saddle. 

It was late Friday afternoon when 
Olsen left Snellitg with the hammer 
and pinchers béhind his saddle. (Be- 
fore leaving Snelling he had had a 
lengthy ipterview with his brother Jake 
in the back yard of Jacobs’ store.) A

On leaving Larsen’s Olsen was shown 
the road outto the La Grange road. 
After striking the latter road he turned 
in an opposite direction from his 
mother’s home, and went directly to 
oldIvett’s ranch. An old farm-hand 
had died on the farm during Friday, 
and as the burial was to take place on 
Saturday, nearly all the farm-hands 
were up andaround when Olsen reached 
i place late Friday night. 

Ivett slept alone in what was known 
as the upper house, and the farm hands 
slept in what was known as the ‘lower 
house. While at the ranch Olsen slept 
upstairs in the upper house. 

On Saturday the day before Ivett was 
murdered the old farm-hand who died 
the day before was buried. 

Throughout the day (Saturday) Olsen 
hovered about Ivett’s ranch and assisted 
at the burial of the farm-hand. 

Just about dusk on Saturday evening, 
November 8, a Frenchman named 
Selma went to Ivett’s and remained all 
Saturday night.

The acquittal of Olsen only intensi- 
fied the feelings of a large majority of 
the people of the county, and the crime 
of perjury was Jaid at the door of some 
of the jurymen, and. more -especially 
those witnesses who swore to an alibi 
for the defendant. 

The perjury in this respect was s0 
palpable that it received bitter censure. 
Blanchard of Los Angeles, who was re-

OLSEN'S STATEMENTS, 

During the progress of the Coroner’s 
inquest August Olsen was called as a. 
witness three times. His sworn state- 
ments were looked upon with suspicion, 
aud a feeling of revenge among old 
Ivett’s friends was runing high, and for 
a time it was a question whether or not 
lynch law would be resorted to. 

~[t was shown at the inquest, and after- 
wards sworn'to in the Olsen ¢ase, that 
Ivett was brained with a blunt instru- 
ment, probably after the pattern used 
by miners in drilling. While on the 
stand at the inquest Olsen swore that 
the hammer and pincers he lost in Snell- 
ing on Friday afternoon and after- 
wards returned to him, after he had 
searched for them, by Latour, were 
again lost Friday night (a few hours 
after he had first lost them) somewhere. 
near Larsen’s ranch, and, although He 
considered them of enough importance 
to find them the first time, he did not 
look for them the second time. He 
made no search for the articles after he 
had lost them the second time. (A 
thorough search was made by the of- 
ficers and by people living around Snell- 
ing, and, although the road Olsen swore 
he rode over was hard as a plank walk, 
nota sign of the hammer or pincers 
could be found—not even a trace as to 
where they had fallen. Sheriff War- 
field offered a reward of $100 for the 
hammer and jit has never been found.) 
-After leaving Snelling Olsen swore 
that he rode along the Merced Falls 
road to a point where the La Grange 
road meets or joins with the road he 
was on, and he turned and continued on 
straight through La Grange to his 
mother’s home. He met and conversed 
with noone. (During his trial -in the 
Superior Court he modified his evidence 
at the inquest by saying that he met 


two miles from La Grange.) 
It was about, 6:30 p.m. when Olsen 
left Snelling, and at the same time he 
swore he was on the La Grange road 
there were a number of farmers with 
their families on their way to church, 
and going in an opposite direction from 
which Olsen swore he was going. The 
farmers met no one, and consequently 
Olsen’s statement fell flat, but a wit- 
ness, Horseley, who was riding along 
the Merced Falls road toward Sneliing, 
met a lone horseman a half mile beyond 
the junction of the La Grange road. 
The horseman was proceeding toward 
Ivett’s, but it was so dark that Horseley 
could not identify the horse or rider. 
It was undoubtedly Olsen on his way to 
Ivett’s with murder in his heart. 

In less than two weeks after the mur- 
der was committed August Olsen was 
arrested and charged with the crime of 
murdering John L. Ivett, his brother- 
in-law. 

THE MOTIVE IN KILLING IVETT 
was soon realized. He carried a life 
policy of $10,000 and was worth con- 
siderable. He had made no will and his 
death would naturally benefit Olsen’s 
sister, and thereby herown family and 
relatives. 

As soon as circumstances would allow 
Mrs. Ivett appeared in court and asked 
to be appointed administratrix of the 
vast estate, and, in support of her peti-

She got up and asked who it was that 
was knocking. ‘‘It isme, Olsen—let me, 
in,’’? said the party knocking. 
him in, and saw it was August Olsen, 
His hands and face and clothes were 
covered with blood. He asked for water 
and she gave him a basin of water, and 
he washed the blood off his hands and 
face and wiped such blood as he could off 
his clothes and changed some. {he 
asked him what and how he got the 
blood on him, and he answered'that he 
had been marking sheep over at*Ivett’s, 
and that was how he got the blood on 
him.

FINDING OLSEN’S SHIRTS. 

Lawson now having the facts of the 
second story in his possession was de- 
termined to solve the disposition made 
of the shirts that August Olsen is 
alleged to have changed in her room. 
Ata tavorable opportunity.the woman, 
was questioned concerning this matter. 

(A short time before the above story 
was related by Jessie Hamilton the 
officers of Modesto visited several 
houses of ill-fame. Liquor was being 
sold without a license, and the officers 
were determined to break up the 
traffic. Jessie Hamilton, afaid of being 
raided with the result that liquor might 
be found in her possession, hid a demi- 
john containing whisky in an outhouse. ) 

dn reply to the question as to what 
became of the shirts, the woman replied 
by asking, *‘Do you remember the time 
ofthe raid? Ihid mydemijohn in the 
outhouse.’? This was as far as she 
went, but when the detective was in- 
formed as to her answerhe took the 
cue. Without hesitation he concluded 
that Olsen’s shirts were thrown into 
the outhouse on the premises where 
Jessie tlamilton resided on the night of 
Ivett’s murder. In order to lose 
no time Lawson telegraphed from 
Modesto to Deputy Steriff Stockird at 
Merced instructions to have John 
MacFarland, an old-time friend of 
Ivett’s, and a pioneer citizen of in- 
tegrity and standing, and John Gibbons 
of Merced Falls, to hold themselves in. 
readiness to go to La Grange at once. 
Lawson then forwarded a letter of in- 
structions to the men named to proceed 
to La Grange, and after ascertaining 
where Jesse Hamilton resided in the 
early part of November, 1890, to first 
obtain permission of the owner, and then 
remove the outhouse, in the presence of 
reputable witnesses, and proceed to 
clean out the excavation carefully, and 
in case any shirts or other garments 
were found therein toplace them @™ a 
sack and convey them forthwith to 
Merced, and report to Deputy Sheriff 
Stockird. 

In compliance with. Latwson's instruc- 
tions MacFarland and Gibbons proceeded 
to La Grange, and after locating the 
outhouse removed it, and proceeded in 
the presence of witnesses to clean out 
the excavation. The bottom had almost 
been reached when thé top of a slender 
four-foot pole was discovered leaning 
against the north bank of the hole. To 
all appearances several other sticks had 
been used, but they had been. broken, 
but the solitary pole was intact, andthe 
lower end was evidently caught in 
something as it was hard to pull out. 
‘MacFarland pushed his rake down be- 
neath the end of the stick and slowly 
and carefully drew it up toward him. 
As the rake reached the surface it was 
discovered that the end of the stick was— 
entwined in garments of some kind. 
Piacing the stick and garments on the 
bank, an examination was made, when 
it was plainly to be seen that one of the 
garments was a shirt. 


The stick and sack contaiding the 


shirts were taken to Merced and a 
pols placed over them. Dr. Sherman, 

a physician of experience in regard to 
microscopic analysis of blood, was 
called in, and after superintending the 
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cleansing of the shirts, he made a rough 
examination of the front and an- 
nounced that the dark spets visible had 
the appearance of blood, and in his 
opinion the garment had been in the ex- 
savation where it was found about a 
year. . 

The shirt-was placed in an iron ket- 
tle filled with water and chemicals and 
turned over by Lawson to Sheriff War- 
field. The shirt had evidently been 
worn by a_ large, well-proportioned 
nan, and of the build of August Olsen. 

So as to leave no doubt in the mind of 


_ Lawson as to August Olsen’s friendship 


for Jessie Hamilton, and her friendship 
for him, a quartette of shadows were 
constantly engaged in watching the 
woman’s house from the day of her last 
itatement, and for several days and 
iights the watch was kept up. 

Aug st Olsen was a witness for the 
detense, as well as for the prosecution, 
in the Blanchard trial, which com-. 
menced in Modesto’ on November 23. 
On Sunday, November 22, Olsen drove: 
into Modesto from La Grange. He was 
‘“shadowed’’ from the moment he 
reached Modesto until he left. The 
22d was Sunday. During Sunday night 
Olsen visited the Hamilton woman and 
remained some time. -On Monday night 
he again visited her, and she, becoming 
somewhat angry with him, overturned 
a bottle of liquor in his lap. On Tues- 
day night he visited her and remained 
all night, lying with his clothes on upon 
the bed until late inthe morning. On 
Wednesday night he visited her ata 
late hour with several other men. 

Jessie Hamilton's story about two of 
Olsen’s friends robbing the till three 
times at a saloon in La Grange was, on 
‘investigation by Lawson, proven true. 
The amount the woman spoke of as 
m the till each 
time was true. The ums stolen each 
time were the same the owner of the 
saloon missed. 

INVESTIGATING THE CASE. 

A grand jury is now in session 
at Merced, and, as the body is 
maue up ‘principally of farmers and 
merchants of known integrity and 
wealth, and as they are friends of John 
L. lvett, it is presumed that a thorough 
investigation is under headway. For 
three weeks the jury has been in ses- 
sion, and during the past two weeks 
witnesses from Stanislaus and Merced 
counties could be seen in the Merced 
notel corridors. A recess has been 
taken by the jury until after the holi- 
days, and when it meets again it is sur- 
mised that the murder of Ivett and the 
perjury resorttdl to by witnesses in the 
Olsen trial, for the defense, will be 
taken up aga D. 

The curtain in the last.actof the mur- 
der of Ivett is being raised and inch by 
inch the mystery has been solved. 

District Attorney Fowler: was inter- 
viewed by a reporter, and while his lips 
were sealed ag to what the grand jury 
is doing in the Olsen-Ivett case he wears 
a significant expression, indicating that 
he knows who killed Ivett. 

“Perjury Olsen in his trial,” 


stated the District Attorney., ‘‘and jus- 
tice was thwarted, but itis a satisfac- 
tion to me to raziize that the damnable 
plotis explod.a. I have, watchca the 
disclosures made by Lawson with great 
interest. He has consulted me onevery 
move he has made; Ihave advised him 
to be cautious, and [am now prepared 
to say he has been alert and success- 
ful.’’, 

In ‘answer to the question whether 
Blanchard would be tried again for per- 
jury, Mr. Fowler replied that under the 
circumstances, and more especially on 
account of Lawson and himself having 
discovered positive evidence, since 
Blanchard was tried in Modesto, to the 
effect that he was not at the reservoir 
the evening of the murder of Ivett, 
another trial would be pushed at once. 
“The citizens. almost unanimously, are 
at my back in this matter, and Lpropose 
to prosecute.every witness who swore 
the Olsen alibi,’ stated the District At- 
torney, 

As to whether warrants were out for 
the other conspirators who conspired to 


. kill Ivett, Mr. Fowler would not answer, 


but it is rumored that warrants are out, 
and that they are in the hands of Sheriff 
Warfield and Detective Lawson. 

Lawson was called upon at El Capi- 
tan Hotel last night’ His remarkable 
succes in the Olsen case has not made 
him communicative in the matter of 
what is being done now and what will 
be done in the future. He would give 
no satisfaction as to whether he had 
any warrants in his possession for the 
arrest of any co-conspirators or not, 
but referred the reporter to Sheriff 
Warfield. 

A LONG, HARD SEARCH. 

‘It has been a long and hard-fought 
investigation,’’ said Lawson, ‘‘and hun- 
dreds of obstacles have been thrown in 
my way, but through it all I had the as: 
sistance of that sterling sheriff, Charley 
Warfield, and his able deputy, Ed 
Stockird. District Attorney Fowler 
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has been my constant adviser, and 
every move I made he was aware of. 
Sheriff Purvis of Stanislaus county was 
always ready to assist me in his county. 
As for those men who did my shadow- 
ing, I have nothing but words of praise 
forthem. A good, truthful shadower is 
an auxiliary of our business o— can 
not be dispensed with. 

‘TI have the utmost confidence in the 
present grand jury of Merced county.. 
They ring of the right metal. 

‘Yes, itistrue that up to the time 
Jessie Hamilton came to Merced she 
was constantly under the eye of two 
reliable shadows and she went nowhere, 
was visited by no one and conversed 


with no one outside of thesight or hear- 


the shadowers.° I have no way 
nowing positively. as to what the 
witnesses testified to before the grand 
jury. but the majority of them, I have 
no doubt, swore to the truth.”’ 

In answer to what would be the proba- 
ble result Lawson would not say or con- 
jecture, but he intimated that he might 
make some disclosures after he had con- 
sulted with the British .vice-consul, C. 
White Mortimer of Los Angeles, under 
whose instructions he was acting, or 
with Campbell and Reddy, leading at- 
torneys for John L. Ivett’s sister, Sarah 
Blake. 

THE OLSENS. 

The family is Swedish, and for many 
years they have resided near La Grange, 
in Stanislaus county. 


A number of years ago old man Olsen 


» was found dead in the Tuolumne River, 


a few miles from home, with his skull 
crushed in. 

August Olsen presents anything but a 
pleasant countenance. “With his deep- 
sunken eyes and flat forehead, and 
heavy eyebrows, and listless look he 
would make any ordinary. person 
shudder. His fiendish acts are better 
told by a young Tuolumnite who has 


known Olsen for years, and who was an 


eye-witness to the brutal exhibition: 
Olsen was driving a couple of burros, 
heavily laden, up a hill somewhere near 


the Yosemite Valley. The animals, by. 


sheer exertion, went up the hill a short 
distance and stopped. Olsen procured 
a knotted limb of a tree and beat the 
poor brutes until the blood run. Once 
more the pack-animals. endeavored to 
respond to the brutal attack of their 


‘master, and they. went up a few feet 


higher. Again they stood still, and in 
his infuriated frame of mind Olsen drew 
an ax and brained ae animals on the 
spot. 

Old man Ivett was found with his 
head crushed in. 

Strange how man and beast all met 
their death in the manner described. 


An Early Fire. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday morning the fire 
department was called out by an alarm 
rung in from box 24 for a blaze at the 
City Brick Company's warehouse on 
Mission street, but before the arrival of 
the brigade the building and its con- 
tents, valued at $1500, were entirely 
destroyed. From the fact that there 
were no inflammable stores in the ware- 
house, and none of the company’s em- 
plovés had been there for some time, 
the fire is believed to be the work of 
an incendiary. 

Another alarm was rung in at 10:30 
clock last night from box 46 for a 
blaze, which destroyed the barn of 
Mrs. A. M. Rawson and partially de- 
stroyed that of Will D. Gould, Esq., on 
Fremont avenue just back of the Belle- 
vue Terrace. Fortunately all the live 
stock was driven out of both barns, but

No Local Reinforcements

The telegraphic columns this morning 
contain all the news obtainable about 
the telegraphers’ strike, there being no 
change in the local situation. The 
operators in Los Angeles and in South- 
ern California have not yet become in- 
volved in the trouble. To queries pro- 
pounded to Southern Pacific officials a 
stereotyped reply is received that every- 
thing is Working smoothly, and there is 
no strike on the line. From trainmen 
itis learned that while it is true that 
there is no trouble in Arizona, several 
telegraph situation are closed for want 
of operators, and some of the new men 
who are working are not yet experi- 
The Santa 
k¢ officials here do not know anything 
about the stations on the Atlantic and 
Pacific road, having no telegraphic 
communication. They do not even 
know the whereabouts of the _ va- 
rious trains. This state of uncertainty 
has prompted General Passenger Agent 
S. B. Hynes to issue a bulletin to 
agents instructing them to inform east- 
bound passengers of the probability of 
delay along the road during the present 
trouble, and notify them that the com- 
pany cannot be responsible for such de- 
lay or additional expense’ incurred 
thereby. Until the strike is settled no 
reliance can be placed on the time 
schedules. 
FRUIT FROM THE NORTH. 

The San José Mercury says that the 
freight shipments for the past week 
were unusually heavy. Over 2,000,000 
pounds is what they foot up. The total 
shipments of green fruits for 1890 were 
11,818,820 pounds, against 18,188,- 
055 pounds for 1891, or a balance in 
favor of the present year of 1,369,235 
pounds. A singular coincidence in con- 
nection with the green fruit shipments 
for the past two years is that the 
first shipment for 1890 is noted in 
the report for the week ending May 31, 
andin 1891 the statement for the 
week ending May 830 shows the green 
fruit shipment for the first time and the 
last shipment for 1890 is recorded in 
the week ending December 6, while the 
last shipment for the present year .was 
made during the week ending December 
5. In- other words, the green fruit 
overland shipments began and ended in 


the years 1890 and 1891 at the same 


time.

A MYSTERY. 


Thieves Take Trunks from a South- 
ern Pacific Train 


And Burn Them, After Taking What 
They Want—The Thieves Be- 
lieved to be in This 
City. 


A singular case was reported at 
police headquarters yesterday after- 
noon, and some of the best detectives 
on the force were detailed to work it 


Night before last, as the westbound 
overland frotti New Orleans, on the 
Southern Pacific;..was taking water at 
Mammoth Tanks on the desert, thieves 
managed to enter the baggage car and 
remove four big trunks to the platform. 
How they got the trunks out without 
being discovered is a mystery and will 
probably remain one for all time to 
come unless the bold theives are cap- 
tured, which is doubtful, as the detec- 
tives have a slim clew on which to work. 
The trunks were not missed for sev- 
eral hours and a search was made at 
the various stations, as it was believed 
that they must have been put off by 
mistake. 

Early yesterday morning the section 
boss at the Tanks discovered where the 
thieves had removed the trunks a few 
feet from the station, where they were 
opened, and, after removing the val- 
uables, the thieves set fire to the trunks 
and destroyed everything they did not 
want. 

‘From the number of tracks about the 
spot where the trunks were burned it is 
supposed there were five or six men, 
but why so many were engaged in that. 
kind of a robbery is a sticker to the de- 
tectives. 

The trunks were picked out of a num- 
ber of others, and it believed that the 
deed was* committed by persons 
who ‘must have known their con- 
tents, as their owners claimed yester- 
day when they reached this city that 
their loss is great, but what it consists 
of the railroad people have not yet been 
informed. 

A description of several men who

That asa result of the work performed 
by the Government under the direction of 
Col. George H. Mendell, U.S.A., this depth 
was increased to seven feet in 1876, to ten 
feet in 1887, to twelve and one-half feet in 
8S, and at the present tiine there is over 
fourteen teet of water on the bar at mean 
low tide. 

That the rises of tide above mean low 
water vary trom two toseven feet, and 
average about four and one-half feet. 

That vessels drawing from seventeen to 
eighteen and one-half feet of water now 
come to the wharves at San Pedro and dis- 
charge their cargoes in a thoroughly safe 
and absolutely landlocked harbor. 

That neariv all the foreign commerce at 
San Pedro is carried in ships of greater 
draft than eighteen feet. and that all such 
ships are still) compelled to anchor in the 
San Pedro roadstead and discharge and re- 
ceive their cargoes by lighter. 

That such method of discharge is very 
expensive and adds heavily to the cost to 
consumers of merchandise, and is a tax as 


That the work heretofore performed by 
the Government under the direction of the 
engineers in deepening the ‘inner harbor,"’ 
depending largeiy upon erosion by confin. 
ing the ebbing and fowing tides in a nar. 
row channel, has been successful beyond 
all anticipation, and markedly so whenthe 
modest and intermittent character of the 
appropriations by Congress is considered. 

That the total amount appropriated for 
this work in twenty vears aggregates 
$904.000, and that the Government has re- 
ceived back in duties collected at San Pe- 
dro in the last nine years alone about $700,- 
000. 

That while the work of bringing San Pe- 


is of great local importance to the rapidly 
growing agricultural, manufacturing and 
commercial interests of Southern Califor- 
nia, it is of still greater importance from a 
national point of view. The shortest route 
between tide-water on the eastern and 
western shores of the United States is from 
Galveston to San Pedro, and the latter on 
the Pacific is the natural complement of the 
former on the Guif of Mexico. The least 
grades on any transcontinental railway 
route, a factof immense importance in con- 
sidering freight traffic, is between these 
two points. San Pedroisthe nearest port 


and their surrounding country. and of 
greatfuture importance to those commun- 
‘ities by reason of the light grades between 
them. 
That the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal will greatly increase ocean transpor- 
,; tation to and from the Pacific Coast; and 
the completion of San Pedro harbor will be 
a great assistance to Anyerican shipping in- 
terests. 
That the peculiarly favorable location of 
San Pedro with reference to transconti- 
nental commerce and its accessibility bv 
reason of the absence of the heavy grades 
ich must be overcome before approach. 
ing any other harbor on the Pacific coast 
renders its improvement a public necessity. 
It is now the first Pacific Coast terminus of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, which has 
constructed extensive Wharves there. The 
Terminal Railway Company has recently 
built from the city of Los Angeles to the 
east shore of San Pedro harbor, and are at 
the present time constructing wharves op- 
posite those of the Southern Pacific Com. 
pany. This line will doubtless ultimately 
form the wesiern terminus overland 
railway route. 
That the inner harbor of San Pedro is ca- 
pable of being deepened to twenty-two feet 
ormore at mean low tide, equivalent to a 
depth of from twenty-six to thirty feet at 
high tide, by a continuation ot the work of 
jettving and dredging. 
Your memorialists therefore earnestiv 
petition vour honorable bodies to cause a 
report to be made by the engineer corps of 


improving the harbor of San Pedro to ‘its 
fullest degree of usefulness, and the 
amount of money required therefor, and 
that such an appropriation be made as will 
be adequate to the importance and national 
character of the undertaking. 

In support of their petition vour memor- 
falists respectfully present the annexed 
Statements and siatistics, showing the char- 
acter of the work which has been done by 
the Government at San Pedro and the ship- 
ping business that has been transacted 
there during a term of vears.
